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PREFACE. 


WHEN  the  Council  of  the  Society  resolved,  some  time  ago, 
that  a  complete  list,  up  to  the  date  of  issue,  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  and  of  its  Officers  should  be  prepared 
for  publication,  it  was  thought  that  it  would  not  involve 
more  labour  than  that  of  adding  to  the  list  in  Dr.  Angus 
Smith's  Centenary  Volume  the  names  which  have  accrued 
since  1881.  As  soon,  however,  as  the  work  was  begun,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  examine  the  records  of  the  Society 
carefully  anew.  Lapse  of  time  has  made  it  difficult  to 
identify  some  of  the  earlier  members,  and  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  publication  of  a  list  was  not  attempted 
at  an  earlier  date  in  the  Society's  history.  Any  informa- 
tion regarding  the  members  which  this  publication  may 
elicit  will  be  welcomed.  The  intention  has  been  to  find 
out  the  full  names  of  all  the  members  and  to  identify  them 
as  far  as  possible.  With  this  view,  distinctive  degrees  and 
titles  have  been  given,  when  they  are  known,  and  the 
descriptive  term  senior  or  junior  has  been  retained  when  it 
seems  to  serve  this  purpose. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  examination  of  the  records  has 
disclosed  some  matters  of  interest  to  members,  notably  in 
the  determination,  with  only  one  case  of  uncertainty,  of 
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the  names  of  the  founders  of  the  Society  in  1781.  In  the 
preface  of  the  first  volume  of  Memoirs  (1785)  it  is  stated 
that  the  Society,  as  instituted  in  1781,  originated  in  the 
meeting  of  a  few  gentlemen,  inhabitants  of  the  town,  as 
a  kind  of  weekly  club  for  the  purpose  of  conversing  on 
subjects  of  literature  and  philosophy,  which  continued  for 
some  years,  and  which  grew  in  membership  so  far  as  to 
induce  the  Founders  of  the  Society  to  think  of  extending 
their  original  design.  No  authentic  list  of  these  gentle- 
men is  known  to  exist,  and  it  is  necessary  to  indicate  the 
nature  of  the  evidence  in  our  possession  on  which  the  list 
here  given  is  constructed. 

In  general,  the  evidence  of  membership  is  the  record 
of  election  in  the  MS.  Journal  of  the  Society  in  its  earlier 
days,  and  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society  since  these 
have  been  published.  In  addition,  we  have  the  book 
for  the  proposal  of  candidates,  from  which  we  have  dis- 
covered the  full  names  of  many  who  have  proposed  others 
as  members,  and,  finally,  the  Treasurer's  Account  Books. 
At  the  commencement,  there  is  no  separate  Candidates' 
Book,  nor  any  Treasurer's  Book,  as  no  such  officer  was 
elected  till  1783,  and  we  have  to  depend  solely  on  the 
MS.  Journal. 

The  first  volume  of  this  Journal  begins  with  the  initiatory 
meeting  on  February  28th,  1781,  but,  beyond  the  date,  it 
records  only  the  election  of  Presidents  and  Secretaries.  This 
is  followed  by  a  list  of  members,  which  consists  of  an 
original  list  of  names,  under  the  several  initial  letters  on 
separate  pages,  with  the  names  added  of  all  those  elected 
during  the  period,  from  February  28th,  1781,  to  February 
1 3th,  1782,  over  which  the  record  in  the  volume  extends. 
Four  of  these  names  are,  however,  struck  out.  Proceeding 
with  the  description  of  the  volume,  there  is  no  record  of 
any  meeting  being  held  on  March  7th,  but  a  record  of 
attendance  and  of  the  proceedings  is  given  for  the  i4th, 
2ist,  and  28th  of  March.  For  the  next  three  meetings  no 
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record  of  attendance  is  kept.  On  the  whole,  the  minutes 
appear  to  be  sufficiently  recorded.  The  page  containing 
the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  on  June  6th,  1781,  has  been 
torn  out.  In  the  minutes,  the  resignations  of  three  out  of 
the  four  whose  names  are  struck  out  of  the  list  of  members 
are  recorded,  but  not  of  the  fourth  ;  of  course,  it  might 
have  been  minuted  on  the  missing  page. 

However,  the  Secretaries  of  the  time  have  reversed  the 
book,  and  made  use  of  the  last  pages  for  keeping  some 
accounts.  Counting  from  this  end,  the  first  page  records  the 
receipt  of  subscriptions  over  a  period  from  the  commence- 
ment to  (about)  July,  1781.  The  second  page  contains 
some  items  of  expenditure,  obviously  incomplete.  The  third 
page  contains  a  list  of  subscriptions  beginning  in  October, 
1781. 

The  value  of  these  subscription  lists  as  evidence  turns 
upon  their  completeness.  On  examination  the  only  name 
missing  is  that  of  the  gentleman,  Mr.  Uniach,  whose  name  is 
struck  out  of  the  list  of  members,  and  whose  resignation  is 
not  recorded.  With  this  one  exception,  the  Journal  supplies 
us  with  the  list  of  Founders,  but  the  exception  is  important 
since  Mr.  Uniach  was  present  at  the  first  three  meetings, 
and,  though  his  name  does  not  occur  again,  appears  to  be 
connected  in  some  way  with  the  group  of  men  who  founded 
the  Society. 

The  connection  may  be  one  of  relationship.  A  John 
Uniacke,*  of  Youghal,  co.  Cork,  married  the  eldest  daughter 
of  Roger  Manwaring,  and  succeeded  to  some  portion  of  the 
family  estates  of  the  Manwarings  at  Kermincham  (and  Dr. 
Mainwaring  was  in  the  remainder).  His  son,  John  Man- 
wairing  Uniacke,  born  in  1762,  entered  the  Manchester 
Grammar  School  in  1774,  and  would  be  19  years  of  age  at 
the  time  in  question.  To  explain  the  record,  it  is  suggested 
that  John  Uniacke  (Uniach)  may  have  been  introduced 
*  Manchester  School  Register,  Vol.  I.,  p.  199. 
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as  a  visitor  by  his  relative  Dr.  Peter  Mainwaring,  and 
that  his  name  may  have  been  inserted  among  the  members 
in  error. 

Treating  this  as  the  correct  explanation,  a  very  interest- 
ing group  of  men  is  found  who  can  be  regarded,  without 
hesitation,  as  the  originators  of  the  Society.  Their  names 
are  given  at  the  end  of  this  preface. 

The  names  in  the  subjoined  list  are  placed  in  alphabetical 
order,  as  it  thus  best  serves  the  purpose  of  an  index.  For 
other  purposes,  the  arrangement  by  priority  of  election  might 
be  better,  the  founders  would  then  head  the  list,  and  the  new 
members  in  successive  years  would  follow.  This  method 
would  shew,  among  other  things,  the  rise  and  fall  in  the 
recruiting  of  the  Society,  and,  to  some  extent,  the  changes  in 
the  recruiting  ground.  Even  as  it  stands,  the  preparation 
of  the  list  has  made  manifest  to  how  great  an  extent  the 
personal  constitution  of  the  Society  has  been  modified,  and 
even  transformed,  by  the  growth  of  the  town  and  the  tendency 
to  live  at  greater  distances  from  its  centre.  And  it  seems 
hardly  less  than  certain  that,  in  process  of  time,  the  effect 
would  have  been  to  cause  the  extinction  of  the  Society  had  it 
not  been,  to  some  extent,  counterbalanced  by  the  growth  of 
educational  establishments  and  the  increasing  demand  for 
scientific  experts  in  the  different  industries  of  the  district. 
The  consequence  has  been  that  while  the  number  of  members 
professionally  engaged  in  scientific  pursuits,  either  as  investi- 
gators or  teachers,  has  increased,  there  is  a  considerably 
smaller  number  of  members  engaged  in  business  who  either 
possess  a  taste  for  scientific  knowledge  themselves  or  are 
desirous  of  encouraging  others  in  its  pursuit.  Considering 
the  debt  which  Manchester  owes  to  scientific  progress  gene- 
rally, and  to  the  scientific  work  of  members  of  this  Society  in 
particular,  this  cannot  fail  to  be  a  matter  of  regret.  More- 
over, a  portion  of  the  plain  intention  of  the  founders  is  thus 
being  defeated,  and  the  Society  has  suffered  partly  by  the 
reduction  of  its  immediate  sphere  of  influence,  and  partly 
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by  the  loss  of  membership,  and,  consequently,  of  income, 
on  which  its  ability  to  continue  the  publication  of  Memoirs, 
and  to  maintain  the  utility  of  the  Library  depends.  A 
glance  through  the  list  will  show  how  much  of  what  has  been 
best  in  Manchester  has  at  all  times  been  attracted  into  the 
membership  of  this  Society,  and,  if  interest  is  aroused  by 
reading  it,  details  of  the  life  and  work  of  several  members 
will  be  found  in  Dr.  Angus  Smith's  Centenary  Volume. 

A  bibliographical  list  of  the  MS.  volumes  dealing  with 
the  affairs  of  the  Society,  which  have  been  used  in  the 
preparation  of  the  lists,  and  of  the  several  publications  of  the 
Society,  is  printed  after  the  lists.  And,  as  appendices,  are 
reprinted  the  two  earliest  publications  of  the  Society,  of 
which,  beyond  the  copies  in  the  British  Museum,  a  single 
example  of  the  first  only  is  known  at  present  to  be  in 
existence.

RULES,  established  for  the  government  of  the  LITERARY  and 
PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY  of  Manchester. 

1.  THAT  this   Society  be   called   the    LITERARY    and    PHILO- 
SOPHICAL SOCIETY  of  MANCHESTER. 

2.  That  the  number  of  Members  be  limited  to  fifty :    but  this 
limitation  shall  not  preclude  any  number  of  gentlemen,  distinguished 
for  their   literary  or   philosophical  abilities,  and  residing  at  such 
distances  from  Manchester  as  to  prevent  their  attendance  at  the  usual 
meetings  of  the  Society,  from  being  elected  honorary  Members;  pro- 
vided the  mode  of  recommendation  and  election  be  the  same,  in 
other  respects,  as  that  of  the  ordinary  Members,  hereafter  to  be 
described. 

3.  That  every  Candidate  for  admission  into  the  Society  shall  be 
proposed  by  at  least  three  Members,  who  shall  sign  a  Certificate  of 
his  being,  from  their  knowledge  of  him  or  his  writings,  a  fit  person 
to  be  admitted  into  the  Society  ;  which  certificate  shall  be  hung  up 
during  four  successive  meetings  of  the  Society,  in  the  room  where 
the  meetings  are  held ;  and  the  name  of  the  Candidate  shall  be  read 
up  by  the  Secretary,  at  each  meeting  of  the  Society,  during  that 
period. 

4.  That  every  election  of  a  new  Member  into  the  Society  shall 
be   decided   by  ballot.      That  no    less   a  number  than    thirteen 
Members  shall  proceed  to  election,  and  that  a  majority  of  votes 
of  the  Members  present  in  favour  of  the  Candidate,  shall  be  requisite 
for  his  admission.     The  President  to  have  a  casting  voice,  if  the 
number  of  votes  be  equal. 
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5.  That  two  Presidents,  four  Vice- Presidents,  and  two  Secre- 
taries shall  be  elected  annually,  by  the  majority  of  the  members 
present,  on  the  last    Wednesday  which  shall  happen  in  the  month 
of  April.     The  election  to  be  determined  by  ballot. 

6.  That  a  Committee  of  Papers  be  appointed  at  the  same  time,, 
which  shall  consist  of  the  Presidents,  Vice- Presidents,  Secretaries, 
and  six  other  Members  of  the  Society,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot.    And 
that  this  Committee  shall  decide,  by  ballot,  concerning  the  insertion, 
in  the  Register,  of  any  paper  which  shall  have  been  read  before  the 
Society ;  and  shall  be  authorised  to  select,  with  the  consent  of  the 
author,  detached  parts  of  any  paper,  the  whole  of  which  may  not 
be  deemed  proper  for  insertion.    But  that  it  shall  be  requisite,  that 
at  least  seven  Members  of  the  Committee  attend  at  the  discussion 
and  decision  upon  each  paper. 

7.  That  any  Member  may  introduce  a  stranger,  viz.,  a  gentle- 
man  not  residing   in   Manchester,  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society, 
having  first  obtained  leave  of  the  President,  by  sending  up  the  name 
of  the  stranger. 

8.  That  each  Member  of  the  Society  shall  be  allowed  to  intro- 
duce a  visitor,  being  an  inhabitant  of  Manchester,  provided  he  give 
notice  of  it  to  the  acting  Secretary  on  or  before  the  day  previous  to- 
the  Meeting.     But  this  privilege  shall  not  be  enjoyed  by  more  than 
three  Members  at  one  time,  and  no  Member  shall  avail  himself  of  it 
twice  within  the  space  of  eight  Meetings. 

9.  That   the   subjects   of  conversation   comprehended    Natural 
Philosophy,  Theoretical  and  Experimental  Chemistry,  Polite  Lite- 
rature, Civil  Law,  General  Politics,  Commerce,  and  the  Arts.     But 
that  Religion,  the  Practical  Branches  of  Physic,  and  British  Politics, 
be  deemed  prohibited  subjects  of  conversation  ;  and  that  the  Chair- 
man shall  deliver  his  veto  whenever  they  are  introduced. 

10.  That  each  Member  who  shall  favour  the  Society  with  any 
interesting  facts   and   observations,   respecting   philosophy,   polite 
literature,  &c.,  which  may  occur  to   him,  either  from   reflection, 
experiment,  reading  or  correspondence,  shall  send  or  deliver  his 
paper  to  one  of  the  Secretaries,  the  Monday  before  the  Meeting 
of  the  Society. 

11.  That  the  Secretary  to  whom  the  paper  shall  be  delivered, 
shall,    with    the    approbation    of    one    President    or    two    Vice- 
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Presidents,  have  the  power  of  suspending  the  recital  of  it,  if 
deemed  improper  to  be  read,  till  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee 
of  Papers  concerning  it  be  known,  a  meeting  of  which  shall  be 
called  by  the  Secretary  to  inspect  it ;  and  in  case  the  Committee 
disapprove  of  its  being  introduced  to  the  Society,  they  be  im- 
powered  to  issue  their  veto  against  it. 

12.  That  all  papers  which  shall  be  delivered  in  to  the  Secretary, 
and  not  prohibited  as  above,  shall  be  read  by  him  or  the  author, 
according  to  the  order  of  succession  in  which  they  were  presented. 

13.  That  each  paper  shall  be  read  to  the  Society  without  inter- 
ruption, and  that  more  than  15  minutes  shall  not  be  allowed  to  the 
reading  of  any  single  paper;  but  if  the  length  of  it  require  more 
time  in  the  delivery,  the  remainder  shall,  except  the  Society  deter- 
mine otherwise,  be  deferred  to  the  succeeding  meeting. 

14.  That  a  second  paper  shall  not  be  read  before  the  subject  of 
the  former  one  has  been  discussed. 

15.  That  no  tea,  coffee,  or  other  liquors  be  permitted  to  be  intro- 
duced at  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  Society. 

1 6.  That  the  days  on  which  the  Society  shall  meet,  be  every 
Wednesday  in  the  Year,  excepting  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
and  August,  during  which  time,  the  meetings  shall  be  confined  to  the 
first  Wednesday  in  each  of  the  said  months ;  and  that  each  meeting 
shall  commence  at  six  o'clock,  and  be  concluded  at  eight  o'clock 
in  the  evening. 

17.  That  each  Member  shall  pay  One  Guinea  annually,  at  half 
yearly  payments,  into  the  hands  of  one  of  the  Secretaries,  to  be 
applied   to   defray  the   rent   of    the   room,   and    other    incidental 
expences ;  and  if  any  Member  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  his 
Subscription,  he  shall  be  excluded  the  Society.     Each  Member,  on 
Iris  election,  to  pay  his  Subscription  for  the  current  half  year. 

1 8.  That  it   be   recommended   to   each    Member  to   enter  the 
Society's  room  with  silence,  and  without  ceremony. 

19.  That  no  laws  be  enacted,  rescinded  or  altered  but  at  the 
meetings  on  the  last  Wednesdays  which  shall  happen  in  the  months  of 
January,  April,  and  October;  nor  without  notice  being  given,  at  least 
fourteen  days,  previous  to  those  meetings.

(Title-page.)  A  Short  Account  of  the  Institution  and  Views  of 
the  LITERARY  and  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY  of  MAN- 
CHESTER. [1783  ?] 

The  numerous  societies  for  the  promotion  of  Literature  and 
Philosophy,  which  have  been  formed  in  different  parts  of  Europe, 
in  the  course  of  the  last  and  present  centuries,  have  been  not  only 
the  means  of  diffusing  knowledge  more  extensively,  but  have 
contributed  to  produce  a  greater  number  of  important  discoveries, 
than  have  been  effected  in  any  other  equal  space  of  time. 

The  progress  that  has  been  made  in  Physics  and  the  Belles 
Lettres,  owes  its  rapidity,  if  not  its  origin,  to  the  encouragement 
which  these  societies  have  given  to  such  pursuits,  and  to  the 
emulation  which  has  been  excited  between  different  academical 
bodies,  as  well  as  among  the  individual  members  of  each  institu- 
tion. The  collecting  and  publishing  the  more  important  com- 
munications which  have  been  delivered  to  them,  have  saved  from 
oblivion  many  very  valuable  discoveries,  or  improvements  in  arts, 
and  much  useful  information  in  the  various  branches  of  science. 
These  their  modest  authors  might  have  been  tempted  to  suppress, 
but  for  the  respectable  sanction  of  societies  of  men  of  the  first 
eminence  and  learning  in  their  respective  countries,  and  the  easy 
mode  of  publishing  which  their  volumes  of  Transactions  afford. 

Though  in  France,  societies  for  these  purposes  have  been  insti- 
tuted in  several  of  the  Provinces ;  in  England,  they  have  been  almost 
confined  to  the  Capital ;  and  however  great  have  been  the  advan- 
tages resulting  from  the  researches  of  the  learned  bodies  who  are 
incorporated  in  London,  it  seems  probable,  that  the  great  end  of 
their  institutions,  the  promotion  of  arts  and  sciences,  may  be  more 
widely  extended  by  the  forming  of  Societies,  with  similar  views,  in 
the  principal  towns  in  this  kingdom. 

Men,  however  great  their  learning,  often  become  indolent,  and 
unambitious  to  improve  in  knowledge,  for  want  of  associating  with 
others  of  similar  talents  and  acquirements.  Having  few  oppor- 
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tunities  of  communicating  their  ideas,  they  are  not  very  solicitous 
to  collect  or  arrange  those  they  have  acquired,  and  are  still  less 
anxious  about  the  further  cultivation  of  their  minds.  But  science, 
like  fire,  is  put  in  motion  by  collision.  Where  a  number  of  such 
men  have  frequent  opportunities  of  meeting  and  conversing 
together,  thought  begets  thought,  and  every  hint  is  turned  to 
advantage.  A  spirit  of  inquiry  glows  in  every  breast,  each  new 
discovery  relative  to  the  natural,  intellectual  or  moral  world 
leads  to  a  farther  investigation,  and  each  man  ardently  pants  to 
distinguish  himself  in  the  interesting  pursuit. 

Such  have  been  the  considerations  that  have  led  to  the  insti- 
tution of  the  Literary  and  Philosophical  Society  of  Manchester. 
Many  years  since  a  few  gentlemen,  inhabitants  of  the  town,  who 
were  inspired  with  a  taste  for  Literature  and  Philosophy,  formed 
themselves  into  a  kind  of  weekly  club,  for  the  purpose  of  conversing 
on  subjects  of  that  nature.  These  meetings  were  continued,  with 
some  interruption,  for  several  years,  and  many  respectable  persons 
being  desirous  of  becoming  members,  our  numbers  were  soon 
increased  so  far,  as  to  induce  the  founders  of  the  society  to  think 
of  extending  their  original  design.  Presidents,  and  other  officers 
were  elected,  a  code  of  laws  formed,  and  a  regular  society  consti- 
tuted, and  denominated  The  LITERARY  and  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY 
of  MANCHESTER. 

It  was  hoped,  that  among  a  number  of  learned  and  ingenious 
men,  not  only  much  useful  and  entertaining  conversation  might 
arise,  but  that  many  interesting  communications  would  be  supplied. 
Nor  has  the  event  disappointed  our  expectations.  Many  essays  on 
important  subjects,  such  as,  perhaps,  would  not  disgrace  the  elder 
Societies  of  Europe,  have  been  written  by  our  members,  and  read 
at  our  meetings.  Several  gentlemen  of  distinguished  literary  repu- 
tation, in  distant  parts  of  the  kingdom,  have  favoured  us  with  their 
correspondence,  and  many  such  characters  grace  the  list  of  our 
honorary  members. 

That  some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  progress  our  Society  has 
made,  and  of  the  nature  of  our  views,  the  following  list  of  papers 
which  have  been  read  before  the  Society  since  its  institution  in 
February,  1781,  is  subjoined;  and,  it  is  hoped,  may  induce  men  of 
knowledge  to  favour  us  with  communications  on  any  of  the  following 
subjects,  viz.

The  following  additional  RULES  were  agreed  to,  at  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  of  the  Society,  January  2gth,  1783: — 

That  the  society  shall  publish  a  volume  of  miscellaneous  papers 
every  two  years;  and  that  the  committee  of  papers,  shall,  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  April,  1784,  select  from  among  the  papers  which 
shall  have  been  read  to  the  society,  such  as  shall  appear  to  them 
most  worthy  of  publication;  but  if  the  respective  authors  shall  have 
expressed  a  desire  that  their  particular  paper  or  papers  may  not 
be  published,  that,  in  such  case,  the  printing  of  such  particular 
paper  be  not  persisted  in. 

That  a  Treasurer  be  added  to  the  officers  to  be  elected  at  the 
next  annual  meeting;  and  that  the  accounts  be  produced,  to  lye 
upon  the  table,  at  each  quarterly  meeting. 

That  no  honorary  member  be  proposed,  who  has  not  either 
distinguished  himself  by  his  literary  or  philosophical  publications, 
or  favoured  the  society  with  some  communication,  which  shall  have 
received  the  approbation  of  the  committee  of  papers.

That  any  person  who  may  be  elected  a  member  of  this  society, 
after  the  next  annual  meeting  in  April,  1783,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
depositing  of  one  pound  one  shilling,  as  an  admission  fee,  exclusive 
of  the  current  half  yearly  subscription. 

N.B.  In  the  last  printed  copy  of  the  rules  of  the  society,  the 
tenth  rule  should  stand  in  the  following  form : — 

That  each  member  who  shall  favour  the  society  with  any 
interesting  facts  and  observations,  respecting  philosophy,  polite 
literature,  &c.,  which  may  occur  to  him,  either  from  reflection, 
experiment,  reading  or  correspondence,  shall  send  or  deliver  his 
paper  to  one  of  the  secretaries,  at  least  ten  days  ,  revious  to  its 

being  read  before  the  society. 
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
